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Atwayi sforf af the top of the part of the house 
you are painting. Work your way completely 
across that area in even horizontal strips, 
painting the caves as you go. This will elimi- 
nate all evidence of stop-and-go painting. 



When level with the roof line, start each new 
liorizontal strip of painting at the corner and 
work across. Don't reach farther than is com- 
fortable. It's easier to move the ladder. Paint 
the gutters and downspouts as you go. 



Paint windows with sash brush. Do narrow 
pane dividers first followed by the wider cross 
rails and vertical stiles. Do the casing, sash 
and trim last. Move sash before completely 
dry to prevent sticking. 




Paint porch floors and sfeps last. Make sure 
wooden floors and steps are thoroughly dry 
before painting. Avoid painting yourself into 
a corner. Use S-VV Porch and Floor Enamel 
in a harmonizing color.
